Not All Farmers Are Fooled 


A 


N agricultural paper publishes the following depressing 


narrative of the plight into which the American fruit 


grower h&* fallen. While the facts given arc taken largely 
from the Michigan fruit belt, thej* will doubtless apply to every 
section of the country. Assuming that the extract given below 
portrays conditions without exaggeration, it is indeed a dis- 
couraging outlook for American horticulture: 


"One 
Michigan fruit grower receives 3 cents for 47 bushels of fine 


Duchess aoples from a Wisconsin commission man, a'ter freight and 
brokerage are deducted. Another gets a check for 5 cents for 50 
bushels. A grower who shipped a still larger consignment receives a 
bill for 18 cents to make up a shortage in freight. 


"Jn the grain belt farmers are seemn 35-cent corn, 25 cent oats, 


70 to SO cent wheat and 56 hogs 
With labor troubles on one side of 


them and high freight rates on the other these arc black days for 
farmers who now are entering upon their third year of heavy losses. 


"The magnificent peaches of the Michigan fruit belt, growing on 


trees that are loaded to the ground, arc rottmq because of extortion- 
! 


ate freight rates and low prices. With peaches selling from $2.50 to 
$5 a bushel in Chicago these growers are offered 50 to 75 cents for 
fancy "raded fruit at shipping station. 


''In the Missouri fruit belt Ozark peaches are 10 cents a bushel 


and no market at that. They are rotting by carloads because of limit- 
ed tram service. But at 10 cents a bushel they wouldn't pay freight 
and brokerage charges anyway. 


"In orchards near Frankfort, Mich., thousands of bushels of fine 


apples and thousands of bushels of fancy pears and plums are gcmg 
to waste 
Farmers are giving the fruit away to anyone who will come 


to pick it 
Delivered in bushel baskets at Frankfort docks, the fruit 


brings only from 30 to 40 cents a bushel and the baskets alone cost 25 
cents. The arowers lose more money if they ship their fruit than if 
they let it rot. 


"Wlch freight rates too high and prices too low to pay for gather- 


Ing, sorting and packing this country's great fruit crop, we have never 
had a more striking demonstration of the farmer's desperate need of 
fair rail rates. More than half of this year's great fruit crop Is rot- 
ting where it grew. The loss runs far into the millions. It ts a 
trafledy." 


"We have had land value taxation In the three Provinces of 


Western Canada for so long that no one aeems to remember any other 
system. Ceitamly there is no farmer who has any desire to see taxes 
imposed uoon any other basis. Under our system the owner of the 
vacant land pays exactly the same taxes for local government <ind 
school purposes as the farmer on the adjoining land. And, m addition, 
the speculator pays a surtax, or wild land tax,"undcr the different laws 
of the various Provinces." 


Mr. Ward's statement is corroborated by another from 


John Kennedy, Vice President of The United Grain Growers, 
Ltd., 
the "trongest farmers' organization in Western Canada. 


Ke writes. 


For a number of years the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 


and Alberta have been under a land value tax and after all these 
years the people would not tolerate any interference with the method." 


The above narrative indeed constitutes a tragedy. 
And 


ivhile we have no desire to "rub it in" on the farming popula- 


rtion as a whole, yet the truth demands that it be said that the 
farmer himself is largely responsible for the undoubtedly grave 
situation which is slowly choking American agriculture. 


When we hear farmers who are ordinarily intelligent and 


alive to their own interests defending an economic system that 
is crushing them it gives rise to the question, how much darker 
must our economic night become before we may expect the 
dawn? 
How much harder must the lot of our rural classes 


grow before the cause of their undoing becomes plain to them? 


^ 
We hear supposedly intelligent farmers attributing their 


ills to "over-production," when as a matter of truth there never 
has been such a thing either in factory or on the farm as over- ( 
production. There never has been a year when even in the re- strolling: around 
motest rural districts every family had all the flour and potatoes 
and beef end pork and fruit it could consume. Everywhere at 
"all times, even in the richest farming districts, someone is in 
partial want; there are hard working families whose children 
are undernourished and underclothed. 


Let us not be misunderstood. 
These people have not 


adopted what, for want of a better name is inaccurately called 
the "single tax." 
But they have approached so near it that the 


full realisation of the vision of Henry George is dawning on 
them. They have not yet publicly absorbed the full rental! 
value of land and as a result are not yet free from the evils in- 
herent in land monopoly and land speculation. Vancouver a
